It was assumed by all present 
that the NSL next season will be re- 

ional. . .even though no firm statement to 
t et effect has been made by the rulers of the 
NSL. 

Surprisingly enough, among the seven or 
eight people involved in the discussion, there 
was virtually no argument. All aed that, in 
view of the high cost of air travel plus the lack 
of spectator interest in matches involving 
teams from different States, it was inevitable 
that the code would revert to tighter regional 
Leagues. 

/e even nominated the clubs which would 
compete in each region. 

The ease with which this group of people 
solved the NSL “problem” indicated that it 
need no longer be treated as a problem. Some 
pessimists insist the headaches facing the 
national competition are insoluble: it is dif- 
ficult to understand why. 

There is oo one problem and it concerns 
the struggle for: power. In other words, if 
Victoria’s four NSL clubs return to a competi- 
tion bounded by the borders of Victoria, who 
will control the new competition ? Similarly, if 
Sydney, Wollongong, Canberra and Newcastle 
form a Super League in New South Wales, who 
will run it ? 

It would be a tragedy if the refusal of people 
in the State Federations and NSL to work 
boil caused the restructuring of the code 
to be delayed. . .or, perhaps, aborted. 

Present indications are that there will be no 
coming together of the two separate factions. 
So how on earth can Australian Soccer plan for 
a new and better 1984 ? 

We have always been mystified by the re- 
luctance of the Australian Soccer Federation to 
become involved in this controversy, The ASF 
is, one assumes, the all-powerful ruling body 
of the sport in Australia, It is time the people at 
Clarence Street started to rule. 

Though 1984 may seem a long way off, it is 
surprising how quickly it will roll around. Vital 
decisions about the future of the NSL cannot 
be pushed into the background — or dropped 
into the “too difficult” file — until next 
November or later.

on one hand. 


One player trying to dis-

The 22-year-old attack- 
ing full-back is now in his 
fifteenth month out of the 
game and indications are 
that if Danny is to come- 
back at all, it will be 
another three to six months 
before he'll be ina position 
to even attempt it. 

It will not be for the want 
of trying — whether Danny 
succeeds in his comeback 
or becomes just another 
“cruciate ends career” 
statistic. 

Since having the plaster 
removed from his leg last 
November, Danny's entire 
life style has been based 
around the rehabilitation of 
his right leg back to “play- 
ing strength”. 

Daily swimming, jogging 
and gymnasium work, a 
one hour weight program-

1970 season, 

Although a squad 
member of Rasic’s 1970- 
1974 World Cup team, 
Williams did not establish 
himself as a regular first 
team Socceroo choice 


until Jimmy Shoulder’s 
1974-1978 team. 

A spate of injuries in 
1979 saw little of Williams 
in the PSL —with Canber- 
ra Arrows finally gambling 
‘on buying him at the start 
of 1980. 

Injuries, poor form and 
a transfer from the Arrows 
to local Canberra club 
Downer Olympic meant 
the end of NSL and Soc- 
ceroo action for the 
talented Williams. 

In his all-too-brief 
career, Williams was a 
clever, crowd-pleasing 
player — the type the 
game so desperately 
needs now. 


In wishing him well in 
his new career, one can 
only reflect on what 
should have been for 


Harry Williams. 
His career typified that 
of many local players —a 


lot to offer but in the final 
analysis, falling way short 
of de undoubted poten- 
tial.

Heidelberg fed up!

Heidelberg United president Sam Goulopoulos, is fed up 
with the treatment his club is receiving from the National 
League. 

So much so, that he has asked his committee to consider. 
seriously, the possibility of returning to the State League 

“Don't be the least surprised, if Heidelberg withdraws 
from the National League next year, whatever its form” 
Goulopoulos told the Australian Soccer Weekly 

“We are sick and tired of being treated as second class 
citizens. This treatment has cost my club thousands of 
dollars in the past and it is likely to cost more in the future” 

Goulopoulos's anger stems from the decision of the 
National League to postpone rounds 9 and 14 of the 
championship, because of State and National commitments 
of the players. 

“Who is going to compensate my club for the fianancial 
loss it will incur from playing these games on weekdays” 
asks Goulopoulos. 

“We had the same experience in 1981, when we played 
two championship games on weekdays and lost more than 
$20,000 dollars from the gates. We cannot affort to lose this 
money today, because of our heavy financial commitments”. 


“The League has, already, deprived us of the opportunity 
to make some money, with the change of the original draw 
of the 1983 championship. Had we been allowed to play 
Olympic at home, in the opening round of the champion- 
ship, we would have collected very good gate money” 

Goulopoulos finds it very trying his team has been 
unlucky to be drawn away against the drawcards, of the 
League. 

“For the last few years, he says, we play the important 
first round matches away. This year, for instance, we played 
South Melbourne and Preston away from home. The 
weather conditions were ideal for soccer and the home 
teams earned big money. By the time we play the return 
games it will be winter and attendances will be down because 
of the adverse weather conditions”. 

Heidelberg are in the process of building their own ground 
and they need every single dollar they can get.
